~ tori University students are aaked to choose the 
head and members of their governing council. They 
are offered an opportunity to make a choice be- 
tween two sets of nominees, one bearing the label 
“Service,” the other, “Progreiaive." 

Those itudents who recall similar elections of the ! 
past few yeans, the promises made and statements 
issued, are perhaps a bit akeptical of the nominees 
abd their organisations. They have found “service” 
and "progressive” may mea/i other than vJhat is 
usually connotated by the words. 'Students new this 
year are likely to be .indifferent or bewildered by the 
conflicting publicity. . , ■; . 

It seems to us that the student body has a right 
to ask why it should vote. 

Basically — and this charge has often been made 
but rarely denied— the party aysttfs of ejections at 
(ieor« Washington is to enable a more even split-, 
up ot elective officers among the various social 
groups, so that tsch, in turn, may be able to list a 
student officer among its achievements to the na- 
tional office, and to prospective members. 

Agaipst this chprgje can be placed two other 
views: one, that election* ate on personalities, the 
other, that they ere (or should be) on “issues." ~~ 
Unfortunately, neither seems to, fit the farts., A 
fairly close estimate of returns can prhbably be 
made by checking the membership rolls of the vari- 
ous groups, and judging their potential "button- 
holing" success. "Issues,” ss stated in the platforms, 
take position as issues and real intents probably as 
much as in national party platforms. Rarely,, if 
• ever, have they been carried, through. 

'lit* campaign stresses the "pgrty, 1 " relatively' lit- 
tle emphasis being placed on the candidates except 
to build up party fraternity and enthusiasm. Herein 
liea one of the drawbacks of — and consequently 
challenge to — the social-party tptem. ; T *•. 

The petty system,- as is, neglects because it does 
not need the independent student. The vote for 
the Student Council in every election hes been by 
members of the party and by those caught near the 
polls and persuaded to ballot u a patriotic duty. 
The reault is net true representative government. 

■Put under the present set-up little else may be 
expected. More than 70 candidates are listed on 
the ballot, and each student is supposed to make an 
intelligent selection of about eight. He knows little 
about any, realises negligible dependence may be 
placed in the platform (if he has read it), and 
when the times comet t», ballot, the general tend- 
ency is to "vote straight" — the aim and purpose of 
the parties, but one of the factors that destroy, 
what effective student government' we might obtain.

SMALL group of hardy souls staged a strike 
against "lgar and fascism" Thursday/'ln fact, 
they staged tw. strikes — one at 1 1 aun. and an- 
other at 6 p.m. They didn't strike on the ounpus; 
a decree from the President's office prevented that ; 
so, instead, they went to the Union Methodist 

Church, ov<;r on 20«h St. \ \ / 

1 said a small group of hafdy souls struck. The 
Washington Post reported the number as 68; s(u.- 
dents present said there were about 300. Com- 
pared to the several hundred curious students who 
gathered off the Yard when the call was being 
sounded this is a week turn out. It would seem 
tp' indicate that students here are all for "war and 
fascism.’ 1 f 1 . 

But g look behind the scenes might show some 
other faptore worthy of consideration. 

Principal among these would' he the question, 
“Whet were they striking against?" Were they 
really striking against “war and fascism?” Were 
they trying to prevent American entry into a war ? 
Or were they trying to prevent'' encroachment of 
fascist element! in this" Country? - '- I 

Such 'hardly seems the case. There is no immi- 
nent danger of the United States entering any wars 
right now, though it must be admitted the ultimate 
danger always exists. There is no immediate dan- 
' ger of fascists getting such a foothold in this coun- 
try as to overthrow our government. At present 
they ire of no more importance than hundreds of 
other movements that have characterised this coun- 
try’s history. If in the future they do manage to 
gain large number! of followers then their presence 
and importance would have to b« admitted, just as 
the presence and importance of Democrats and Re- 
publicans, and the C. I. O. are admitted. 

Were they striking against Dy. Marvin? There'. 
we have a suggestion which seems increasingly 
plausible. Following the ban issued by the’ Presi- 
dent several weeks ago, the matter quickly became 
a pertonal issue between strikers .nd the Preaidbnt. 
Or rather the strikers apparently attempted to make 
if such. To Dr. Marvin’s credit let it be said that 
he did not stoop to reply to the charges. 

The backers of the strike brought the matter of 
Dr. Marvin Herrick into the atrike, a place it had 
no logical or strategical business .being. It had no 
bearing at all on tha atrike and came in more as an 
outgrowth of the strikers’ petve with Dr. Marvin 
and she fact that a number of tha atrikera are also 
active in tha movement to have Dr. Herrick re- 
tained. 

pY* n *k* NWttre, which should have proclaimed 
boldly against "war and fascism,” if that’s what the 
•trike was apinst, in several eases referred to the 
. constitutional right of free speech and attacked 
President Marvin’s move in refusing to Jive per- 
mission for a atrike on University grounds. They 
completely overlooked the constitutional guarantees 
of private property. '•*' • •--- 

For, a moment, let's grant that the strike was for 
•ny of the above purposes. Then, what is its value ? 
Opposition to war it a rather general feeling; no 
one jikea to think of himself ar a target. But the 
fact that students strike won’t fven begin to coun- 
terart ■ economic and political cauaaa of war. It 
won’t even offset the “patriotism" generated when 
bonds start, playing, crowds ttart cheering, and row- 
on-row of khaki-dad troopers *> by.
